INDUSTRY. 


The bureau of animal industry 


Is headed by the state veterinar- 
ian under the direction of the de- 
partment. 


The bureau is charged with the 


duty of protecting the livestock 
with tlie state from disease, more 
particularly disease of communi- 
cable nature. Importance of the 
bureau can be realized when it is 
considered that 70 percent of the 
farm income of the state la de- 
rived from livestock and livestock 
products. 


Livestock diseases must be con- 


troled If top prices and free inter- 
state movement is to be enjoyed 
" .' livestock producers of the state. 


Activities assigned to the bureau 


f for which specific appropriations 


are made are: Bovine tuberculosis 
eradication, control 
of glanders 


and scabies, anthrax and swine di- 
seases, inspection of 
rendering 


plants and enforcement of laws 
governing: operation of aalea rings. 


Livestock from outside the state 


is moved In under regulations of 
the bureau and when necessary 
quarantines are applied. Veterina- 
rians are employed for all inspec- 
tion and disease control work. 


The head of the bureau receives 


$3,400 per year. Two clerks are 
paid $90 per month each and sa- 
laries for three inspectors range 
from $175 to $200. These are regu- 
lar employes. During emergencies 
others are employed. 


Biennial appropriations at pre- 


sent are as follows: Salaries and 
w a g e s 
$20,020; 
maintenance 


$4,641; eradications of bovine tu- 
berculosis and glanders $50,000; 
eradication of anthrax 
$19,207; 


eradication of scabies, swine and 
chicken diseases $15,795.

DUBLIN". (UP). Douglas Corrigan, a Los Angeles airplane 


mechanic with a secret ambition to fly the Atlantic, did it Mon- 
day—nlone, in a 1929 monoplane that had cost him only $900. 


• He did it, about 2,800 miles from New York to Ireland—in 


28 hours and 18 minutes—as casually as the ordinary person 
would motor a hundred miles or so in an old flivver. 


He had no navigating 
instru- 


ments, no radio, no safety equip- 
ment, 
no permission 
from 
the 


U. S. government, and his motor 
would develop only 175 horse-

due to sickness is a very serious 
matter not only for many families 
with and without incomes but for 
the nation as a whole."

eral, state and city government,

groups,

vidual citizens. President Roose- 
velt touched the keynote of the 
conference of representatives of 
the medical profession and dozens 
of organized groups. 


Miss Josephine Roche, former 
assistant secretary of the treas- 
ury, is chairman of the conference.

Balks on Paying Compensa- 


tion to Salesman's Widow. 
The Fruit Dispatch company ap- 
pealed to the supreme court Mon- 
day from an award of the Lancas- 
ter district court to the widow of 
J. C. Moise, ah employe who died 
from Injuries received 
Aug. 12, 


1936, In an explosion in the fruit 
warehouse of Grainger Bros. The 
company denied that at the time 
he was engaged in the business of 
the company, and also opposed a 
compensation award on the ground 
that death resulted from his willful 
negligence. 


It was claimed that Moise had 


been called to Investigate a com- 
plaint as to the non-ripening of 
bananas, and that just as he was 
leaving the room, in which ethylene 
Ss was used, he lit a match, 
using the explosion. Both the 


compensation and district courts 
held that if he did light a match it 
was not a willful act, willful mean- 
ing deliberate, but a thoughtless 
act. It was in evidence that he was 
an almost constant pipe smoker, 
and the judges said that while no 
one saw him light a match, it was 
testified to that he had lifted his 
hands as tho to do so. They said 
it was an automatic act, the result 
of habit. 


Moise drew $280 a month as 
salesman, and left a widow and 
two children. The award was for 
$15 K week for 325 weeks, plus ex- 
penses attendant upon death and 
burial. To defeat recovery neglig- 
ence must be willful.

Constipation 
In Children 
Avoidable 


Attention to Proper 


Health and Eating 
Habits Are Helpful

CONSTIPATION IS very un- 


common among breast-fed infants. 
Yet, they may not have a bowel 
movement every day because it is 
normal for some children to hava 
a bowel movement only once in 48 
hours. 


An important thing ror mother* 


to remember about children ia that 
for them to omit one day in getting 
rid of body wastes iti not a. condi- 
tion that calls for cathartics, ene- 
mas or various self-treatments. 
However, If Irregular bowel move- 
ment persists, the child should b« 
examined by & doctor. The ^doctor 
may recommend certain daily hab- 
its and changes In diet to help the 
disorder without using drugs. 


Many children who are regularly 


constipated are "hunger strikers". 
These children seem to be of sound 
body, but of peculiar build. They 
are usually tall, slender and small 
boned. 


What Study Showed 


A careful study of this type of 


child has shown that the small in- 
testine is unusually short, while the 
large Intestine is long. In addition, 
the stomach muscles are weak and 
the stomach requires a longer time 
than normal to empty itself. 


For these various reasons, it is 


the opinion of Dr. H. B. Pryor, well- 
known children's specialist of the 
Stanford University Medical school, 
that such children have difficulty 
In digesting and absorbing the food 
which they eat. Their general nu- 
trition is poor, their circulation is 
not vigorous, and they ar* thin. 


These nervous, high-strung chil- 


dren are usually bright, often pre- 
cocious. They suffer not only from 
poor appetite, but also from chronic 
constipation. Diet and the use of 
food rich in vitamin B and min- 
erals, often help them. 
There are many children who are 


constipated 
because they would 


rather play than attend to the im- 
portant duty of getting rid of body 
wastes. 
Every child should be 


trained to give time and attention 
to this necessary function. 


Too Much Fat 


Children who are given a diet 


which contains too much fat may 
suffer from constipation, because 
the fat combined with minerals in 
the bowel may produce hard soap 
and constipation may result. A 
diet which contains too much 
starch alao will not have enough 
bulk to stimulate the action of the 
intestine. 


On the other hand, too much 


bulky food, such as raw vegetables 
and fruits, given to older children 
may lead to the formation of hard, 
undigested masses in the large in- 
testine. These, too, will irritate the 
bowel and aggravate the constipa- 
tion. 


Sometimes, a child is given too 


much food in an effort to make him 
•gain weight. As a result, the In- 
testinal tract is irritated, and a 
spurn of the muscles takes place. 
Even in children, the frequent

cessity for giving the president 
wilier latitude in the administra- 
tion of our foreign affairs as they 
relate to economic and commercial 
matters. He points'to the blockade 
t/t Chinese port* and our inability 
to do anything about it under con- 
ditkms as they now exist. Ameri- 
can products cannot be sent thru 
China port* to the Chinese. Our 
trade, is hampered. 
Our commer- 


cial Interests are affected. 
The 


administration might remedy this 
It given a freer hand In dealing 
with

An 
organization 
has 
b e e n 


formed, with Henry Epstein, soli- 
citor general of New York state 
a* chairman, which is not only de- 
ceptlv* In name but which, It 
*«cms quite apparent, 1* decep- 
tive in Its purpose. The organlMf 
tion is called the Conference on 
BUte Defense. It announces for 
its purpose the combatting of "the 
retroactive effect of recent su- 
preme court decisions on the taxa- 
tion of past salaries'of state em- 
ployes," and the prevention of 
"federal taxation cf the revenues 
Or outstanding securities of the 
(tales and their agencies." Attor- 
ney generals of 17 states have be 
come identified with the move- 
ment. 


It seems apparent that the first 


purpose stated Is the one in which 
the members are most interested 
If that la "state defense," then 
the organization is Justified in its 
choice of a name. Sut "state de- 
fense'1 scarcely depends upon the ! 
efforts of its agents to combat ef- 
forts to collect back taxes on their 
•alaries. 


In the first place, the case Is 


misstated. The effect of the recent 
•upreme court decisions on the 
tsuaUon of salaries of state cm- 
ptojn** is retroactive only because

termed tax evaders, altho a milder 
term 1* tax defaulter*.

The conference announce* thai 


it* flrat effort will be to obtain 
"passage, at the next session of 
congress, of legislation protecting 
state and municipal employe* from 
an Impost of 12 years' back taxes." 
That Is the first listed purpose In 
their "state defense" program. If 
it is successful, a fight on taxation 
of revenues and bond of states 
and their subdivisions may be un- 
dertaken.

STUDY OF MONOPOLY. 


The Brooking! Institution, atudy- 


ng monopolies, argues that they 
are not of necessity bad. That 
should be apparent. A monopoly 
need not necessarily be bad. The 
principal objection to monopolies 
a that they are too severe a (train 
on the men who manage them, 
they offer too much temptation 
or most men to resist. Given a 
monopoly, any man Is tempted to 
ab'use the power thus thrust Into 
his hands. 


Competition 
Is 
often 
costly. 


Sometimes it Is very expensive. 
Yet competition has found favor 
n America bccauM It constitutes 
a natural cheek upon' competing 
enterprises. As long as an Industry 
has competition it is checked by 
he fact that the competitor will 
profit if it takes undue advantage 
if the situation. 


The monopoly, especially In an 


ndustrlal age, offers the efficient 
ystem of manufacturing and dis- 
rlbuting a product. Cost* of all 
kinds are reduced without com- 
petition and It is possible to dls- 
ribute at a lower price and still 
with a larger profit than under a 


Ighly competitive situation. 
It 1* the human element that up- 
ets things. Oive a man, head of a 
ast 
industrial organization, 
a 


monopoly, with no check of any 
sort, and he Is under severe temp- 
ation to take advantage of his 
ellow men who consume his pro- 
uct. His monopoly I* efficient and 
he benefits obtainable to all are 
bviou*. yet the manager or mana- 
gers can scarcely resist the temp- 
atlon to "profit. 


How often the managers of a 


monopoly content themselves with 
a reasonable profit yet are ac- 
used of profiteering no one really 
;nows. The public feels a sense of 
ecurlty in competition, regardless 
if the cost. It 1* suspicious of mo- 
wpoly; often feeling that cost of 
ompetition 1* a small price to pay 
or the prevention of profiteering. 


The fact finding group which is 
tudying monopoly may find an 
nterested audience for their find- 
ngs, an audience which will admit 
he truth of its statements, yet 
one which will reluctantly accept 
any extenuation of monopoly be- 
cause of It* distrust of human na- 


The Foreign Policy association'*

All In all, the Roosevelt regime 


can be held responsible for about

as the theoretical 
net deficit over what it was in 
1833, the big fact Is that the debt 
today is being piled up at an un- 
deniably rapid rate. 
Whatever the past debt—one 
might say America can absorb it 
In due time.—yet what of the speed 
with which debt is actually being 
piled up now? By next year, it 
will 
be 
$40,000,000,000, 
which 
means virtually more than twice 
what it was on March 4, 1933. It's 
never the site of the debt at any 
given time which causes so much 
apprehension as the speed with 
which deficits are being rolled up. 
And that rate this very minute is 
$15,574, and this very hour it is 
$934,480 every hour, and this very 
day it is $22,427,540 every day. 


No amount of new tory apology 
will erase these facts, and some 
day the American people will find 
the figures can't be erased except 
by debt repudiation or rather by 
devaluation of . the 
purchasing 
power 
of the American 
dollar, 
which ia but another way of say- 
ing by a rise in prices to a sub- 
stantially higher level than ever 
before known. Ultimately, a dol- 
lar may become synonymous with 
the old 50 cent piece. High prices 
will fall hardest on unfortunate 
persons who get fixed wages or in- 
come from life insurance funds or 
bank savings. The new torles will 
have taken to hiding then, for 
they will not remain in office when 
that happens. It will be the task 
of the new liberals some day to 
try to straighten out the financial 
mes* created by their extravagant 
and spendthrift predecessors.

mastered the 
technique of 
the 
method. On the other hand he has 
found diathermy (electro-coagula- 
tion, electro-desiccation, 
electro- 
surgery, 
endotherrhy) 
a 
most 
gratifying advancement 
in 
the 
treatment of sinusitis; so 
much 


preferable to the older surgical 
measures that it has become the 
method of choice in his practice. 
The inference I draw from this 


competent specialist's view is that 
radical surgical treatment of sinus 
trouble is not so good as the half 
baked, inexperienced "specialists" 
of Yankeeland would have unwary 
wiseacre customers think. What I 
mean by half baked and Inexpe- 
rienced is that the majority of so- 
called specialists in this country 
today are without any solid foun- 
dation of general experience. 
I 
call these trick specialists "brass 
specialists"—and I tell the world 
they're the curse of medicine. 


the advisability of 
treatment I do not 
In urging 


conservative 
mean to say that surgery is never 
necessary or advisable, nor that 
diathermy is always preferable to 
more radical surgical operation. 
My purpose ia merely to warn the 
public against 
the 
pretensions 


made and the devices practiced by 
charlatans. Most of these shrewd 
merchants who hold 
themselves 


out to the public as "specialists" 
would starve if they had to depend 
on the confidence and respect of 
the reputable physicians In

refer patients to them for advice.

6 p. m. daily, small daily doses of 
thyroid extract—the thyroid ex- 
tract should be discontinued If or 
when the body weight show* a 
loss or the pulse rate, which has 
been slow, is more than 90 a min- 
ute when the patient is at rest. Of 
course thyroid extract 
can 
be 
safely used in this way only under 
the observation of the physician. 


The general hygiene, diet, cloth-

tional remedies advisable for suf- 
ferers from chronic sinusitis are 
the same as those advisable for 
sufferers from other chronic respi- 
ratory diseases such as chronic 
bronchitis, and we'll consider these 
factors in a separate chapter on 
bronchitis. 


Regular or systematic use 
sprays, douches, irrigations or suc- 
tion is as likely to harm as it is 
to help.

FINLAND IS HAPPY TO 


STAGE OLYMPIC GAMES 


Japan Plans to Put in a 


Bid for 1944 Carnival— 


England Willing. 


PARIS. (UP). Helaingfors can 


easily organize the 1940 Olympic 
games, Finnish Consul J. Brusin 
said Monday in reply to the Mar- 
quis De Folignac, French member 
of the International Olympic com- 
mittee. 


"Finland 
will 
be proud 
and 


happy to stage the games," Brusin 
told the Marquis. "Our biggest 
stadium only holds 35,000 spec- 
tators now, but it can be enlarged 
to accommodate 50,000. 
We have 


all, material necessary for other 
sports, but must build a swimming 
stadium and an Olympic village to 
house the athletes. It will be easy 
to complete these in two years."' 


The Marquis was seeking an of- 


ficial guarantee that Helsingfors 
could construct an Olympic village 
an dthe necessary secondary struc- 
tures after receiving the cabled of- 
ficial notification that Japan had 
renouned the games. 
"That's all we needed to desig- 


nate another site," he said. "At our 
March meeting in Cairo we virtu- 
ally decided that should Japan de- 
cline as host, Finland would be of- 
fered the honor. 
If Finland had 


refused we still had bids from the 
United States and England to fall 
back on. After receiving official 
guarantee that Helsingfors can or- 
ganize the games in the next two 
years, 
President 
Baillet-Latour 


will call an emergency meeting of 
the executive committee or poll 
members by mail on the choice of 
the site." 


It was learned that Japan al- 


ready had put in a bid for the 1944 
games if the Sino-Japanese war 
had ended by then, but it was not 
believed likely 
Tokyo 
would be 


designated again so soon because 
England 
has been campaigning 


actively for the 1944 games, and 
it has been reported th'at several 
South American 
countries would 


ask for the 
games. 
Greece and 


Poland also were eager to be host.

; over par. In this incredible 


march, Paul had 22 birdies nnd 42 
pars where 
he 
nearly always 


seemed to be putting for a birdie 
only ton or 12 feet from the cup. 
No wonder such fine golfers as 


Henry Picard 
and Sam Snead, 


both long, accurate hitters, buckled 
up and crashed against such a 
granite wall of consistency. He led 
this pair by 12 holes, u killing 
margin against such opposition. 
You can take a bombardment of 
birdies and pars just so long be- 
fore the pulses begin to flutter and 
the bubbles start popping in the 
back of your neck. 


Runyan proved again what a 


brilliant 
short 
game 
can 
do 
against much longer hitting, I 
should sny the main basis of his 
deadly 
accuracy 
is a 
smooth 
swinging motion that carries at 
least the touch of a distinct pause 
at the top of the swing. There is 
no sign of any downward hurry 
or rush from the top. The back- 
swing, accompanied by a slight 
body sway, leads to a downswing 
that seems to float from the top 
as it picks up speed thru the ball. 
Runyan's par and birdie march 


was equalled on the spectacular 
side by Jimmy Hines* feat of ap- 
plying 36 holes eight under par— 
nine under par barring a stymie 
from 20 inches away—and still 
losing to Sam Snend That's the 
top of all the tough luck I've Been 
In golf. 


ARMSTRONG AND AMBERS. 
Henry 
Armstrong 
and 
Lou 


Ambei s are about to start train- 
ing, and the prediction is that, 
when they climb thru the ropes, 
Armstrong will be a 3 to 1 favqrite 
to add the lightweight title to his 
collection, now consisting of the 
featherweight 
and 
welterweight 
titles. Yet, even if Armstrong 
wins, this may be his hardest 
fight, since Ambers is fast, elu- 
sive and hard to hurt and throws 
a lot of punches himself. 


The probable odds of 3 to 1 are 
based, first, on Armstrong's great 
record in the last couple of years 
and, 
secondly, on the fact that 


even when. Ambers wins, he fre- 
quently is an unimpressive per- 
former. In his second fight with 
Pedro Montancz, for instance, he 
gave the Puerto Rican a severe 
beating and completely eliminated 
him from the lightweight picture, 
but few who saw the fight liked 
it. It was hard, savage—and dull. 
That has been true of many of 
Lou's fights. The little Herklmer 
Italian isn't a great fighter by any 
means. But he is a better fighter 
than very often he appears to be. 


One item that lessens his attrac- 


tiveness to the fans is that he has 
no punch. Or maybe it would be 
better to say he doesn't stop to 
punch. Probably, 
if' he planted 


himself firmly once in a while and 
then threw a punch, he could 
knock somebody out with it. But 
he jigs ceaselessly about the ring, 
hurls his punches from all angles, 
beats up his foes and piles up de- 
cisions. This is the way he fought 
himself up from nowhere to the 
lightweight championship of the 
world, 
but 
too frequently the 


crowds that have gone to see him 
have come away unimpressed. Be- 
fore tho crowd can become excited 
about a fighter, it likes to see the 
other fellow on the floor. 


HENRY IS PUNCHER. 


Armstrong, on the other hand, 


leaves little to be desired in the 
way of a show any time he comes 
down the aisle from his dressing 
room. Even entering the ring he 
is a picture of dusky ferocity— 
his head bobbing, his shoulders 
twitching, his feet scuffing, his 
fists moving in short, stabbing 
punches at a phanton foe. He 
usually shadow boxes a couple of 
rounds In his dressing room—^hc 
did five rounds before he went out 
to fight Barney Ross—so that, by 
the time he gets to the ring, he is 
loosened up and ready to etart 
firing at top speed as soon as the 
bell rings. 


When the fight starts, he whips 


his punches to his opponent's head 
and body in a steady stream— 
and with something behind them. 
He cuts or bruises and hurts every 
time he lands. He isn't a one punch 
knockerout, but few have been 
able to withstand the cumulative 
effect of his punches for more 
than a few rounds, and those who 
have managed to go the distance 
with him have been horribly pun- 
ished. 


Whether or not he could have 


knocked out Ross is a matter that 
ringwise veterans have discussed 
with 
positive 
opinions on both 


siclps. One group believes Henry 
had* punched himself out by the 
end of the tenth round and had 
nothing left with which to finish 
Barney off in the last five rounds; 
the other, that Henry didn't wanl 
to knock out a game opponenl 
who had taken a bad beating for 
ten rounds and obviously had come 
to the end of his fighting career 
These 
say 
that, 
if Armstrong 


really had wanted to knock Ross 
out, 
he would have stepped back 


once m a while, carefully meas- 
ured Barney and then belted him 
about the head, which would have 
been an easy thing for him to do 
since Ross had reached a poini 
where he couldn't defend himself 
Actually, Armstrong simply con 
tinned to crowd Ross, throwing 
short punches to the body most oi 
the time. Whatever Henry had in 
mind, he gave Ross a terrific beat- 
ing. Barney might Just as wel 
have been hammered about the 
head and body with a rubber hose 
for 45 minutes.
